Ethics and Public Relations

nder Section 7—Code of Ethics 
| of Chicago Dental Society, titled 
“Unjust Criticism” and I quote: 

“One dentist should not disparage the 
services of another to patients. Criti- 
cism of operations which are appar- 
ently defective may be unjust through 
lack of knowledge of the conditions 
under which they were performed. 
However, the welfare of the patient is 
paramount to every other considera- 
tion and should be conserved to the 
utmost of the practitioner’s ability. If 
he finds indisputable evidence that a 
patient is suffering from previous 
faulty treatment, it is his duty to insti- 
tute correct treatment at once, doing 
it with as little comment as possible 
and in such a manner as to avoid re- 
flection on his predecessor.” 

We are having too many complaints 
against dentists who, without thinking, 
make a statement that something is not 
right, or the raising of an eyebrow or 
some other action which is sufficient for 
the patient to doubt the service. A far 
better way would be to make a comment 
that the bridge or inlay is a fine piece of 


work. Do this and you will discover that 
the patient’s reaction is one of being 
pleased. 

Any remark or comment of unjust crit- 
icism causes the whole profession to suf- 
fer. You’ destroy the patient’s confidence 
in his dentist. This is also unethical and 
if complaints continue, some drastic ac- 
tion will be necessary. These criticisms 
never elevate you in your patient’s eyes. 

Every dentist has a moral obligation to 
his profession to conduct himself in a 
manner that will be conducive to better 
public relations. 

Another approach to better public re- 
lations is to conserve your patients’ time; 
their time is valuable too. Plan your work, 
be efficient and don’t oversell your serv- 
ices. I mean that dentists talk too much. 
Study your patient and you will find 
most of them will prefer your efficiency 
and skill more than your conversation. 

I realize that some patients are diffi- 
cult but patience on the part of the den- 

‘tist and sincere effort on his part will 
eliminate most of the complaints that 
come into the office of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society.
